in the centre of the state, but mono-

' _ Many people who have always lived 
' in Florida have never seen a snow- 
flake, and though in places there are 
slights frosts, yet winter is the more 
favourable time for much of the gar- 
den growth. Without being in the 
tropics why has Florida such a warm 
and equable climate? The answer 
» is found in the fact that this long 

narrow peninsula, never much over 
» ninety miles across is bathed on both 
sides by the warm waters of the Gulf 
stream, in all a distance of over eight 
hundred miles.

When a human being is affect- 
ed, it shows as an inflammation of the 
skin immediately or within a short 
time after coming in contact with the 
leaves, although some people are s0 
susceptible that they are affected if 
they merely pass the plant and do not 
touch it. The pofson can also be car- 


get in any household. Good strong 
yellow laundry soap (because of the 
antiseptic action of the potash) is 
most.helpful when used promptly to 
wash the parts affected; it is a wise 
precaution to carry a piece of this kind 
of soap in your pocket when going for 
a tramp in the woods, and to use it 
freely after an outing. 

In severe cases, apply clean cloths 
soaked in hot boracaie acid (4 tsp. to 
1 pint), changing frequently. Very 
severe cases should be seen by a doc- 
tor.

WATER SUPPLIES---INFORMATION - 
AND ADVICE FOR FARMERS | 


BY FRANK T, SHUTT, Dominion Chemist, 


An abimdant supply of pure water 
is a matter of first importance; there 
oan ba no guarantee of good health if 
the drinking water contains drainage 
matter of an excretal origin or is 
loaded with decomposing vegetable or 
animal organic matter, Excess of 
mineral matter in solution, as found 
in certain deep-seated waters, will’ 
also rendor a supply non-usable for 
drinking and househodd (laundry) 
purposes. 

The salient features of the princi- 
pal sources may be briefly considered 
as follows: Rain, the purest form of 
all natural waters as it descends, but 
coliected and stored is often contam- 
inated and is only useful for washing! 
purposes. Dust on roofs and dirty, 
uncovered barrels: or tanks are nes- 
ponsibs for the unsanitary condition 
of stored rain water. 

The degree of purity of the water of 
Streams wit depend on a number of 
factors and in the larger number of 
instances the safety of the supply for, 
drinking and culinary uses can only} 
be definitelynascertained by analysis. 
As a preliminary step there should be 
an inspection for some miles above the, 
point of collection, to make sure there, 
is no large amount of drainage matter

Large rivers and lakes are used as 
water supplies by cities, towns and 
villages. Unfortunately such sources

more or less locally—by drainage 
from other towns and this necessi- 
tates, to have a perfectly safe water, 
daily chlorination. 


Simple Treatment for 
~ Packed Crop. 


‘Packed crop is common in flocks 
kept in close confinement. Desire for 
green food, even when it is regularly 
supplied, leads some greedy indi- 
vidua‘s to overeat, with the resu-t that 
their crops become stuffed with a hard 
mass that will not readily pass into 
the gizzard. Unless the birds are re- 

_ lieved, fermentation resu!ts, and in not 

a few cases causes death. 

_ Last year I had a hen that had over- 
eaten, and her crop was full! and ex- 
ceedingly hard. I did not want to open 
it with a knife, so I removed the hen 
‘to a brood coop, with a smal! attached 
run. The ground covered by the run 
was bare, so the hen could get nothing 

_ to eat except what was given her. I 
gave her a dish of water in which was 
disso:ved a iibera: quantity of Epsom 
salt, and for two days gave no food 
whatever. I thought by having her 
bowe's emptied the hen might get 
some nourishment from the contents 
‘of her crop. At the end of two days 
the crop was smaller and the remain- 
ing contents had softened somewhat. 

I then began feeding once a day a 
small quantity of soft food, consisting 
of stale bread soaked in sour milk 
and mixed with a little ground beef 
scrap. I stil} kept before her the 
water in which Epsom salt had been 
dissolved. 

A few days of this treatment caused 
the crop to be emptied, and enabled me 
to increase gradually the amount and 
character of the feed. In a short time 
the hen was eating regular rations 
and resumed her laying.

depth of say 10 feet, continuing the 
concrete one foot above the ground’s 
surface. By this device, the water 
entering the well must pass through 
at least 10 feet of earth and the ab- 
sorptive power of the soil removes ex- 
traneous matter, affording a fair but 
not absolute protection against con- 
tamination, 


Bored or driven wells, though at 
times yielding a water too saline for 
daily use, furnish as a rule water of a 
high degree of purity. Deep wells 
should be protected from the entrance 
of surface waters by adequate covers 
and furnished perfect:y sound pipes 
and joints. 


In conclusion, if the water 1s offen- 
sive to sight, sme’l or taste, it is in all 
probability unsafe—or at least highly 
objectionable—for domestic use, and 
a better, purer supply should be 
sought. If such is not available, pro- 
tection may in a’ very large measure. 
be obtained by boiling for a few mirz 
utes all the water required for drink- 
ing purposes. Another safeguard and 
one that can be highly recommended is 
as follows: Take a half teaspoonful 
of chloride of lime and rub it up with 
a little water to the consistency of

When Sheraton Designed 
Furniture. 


Thomas Sheraton, the visionary, is 
representative of designers who in- 
fluenced their contemporaries in @ re- 
fegree, but who did not 
the art of cabinet- 

to any great extent them- 
Sheraton’s designs were a fine 
quarry for more practical men with 
greater aptitude for business, but he 
often had not money enough for the 
bare necessaries of existence. 

Sheraton went to London in 1790, 
passing on in 1806, so that his active 
work as a designer extended only over 
a period of six years. He desigtied fur- 
niture for the love of his art. His style 
is rich with piquant suggestiveness; 
and in coler it is alluring, while in 
form it is always elegant and refined. 

Drawing-rooms in Sheraton’s time 
were furnished with sideboards, secre- 
taries and cabinets on which inlaid or- 
nament was lavished, and the mar- 
quetry displayed fine taste as well as 
elaborate craftsmanship. 

Beautiful tables with painted and in- 
laid tops were much in fashion during 
Sheraton’s period. He was a genius 
in the invention and construction of 
complicated articles—such as tables 
which opened out to make a writing 
desk, or dressing-tables with conceal- 
ed mirrors and other accessories. Dur- 
ing the eighteenth century, bedrooms 
were frequently reception rooms, and 
Sheraton found opportunities for in- 
venting folding furniture which en- 
larged the accommodation. The lady's 
dressing case became a card table, and 
he designed alcove beds, sofa beds and 
summer beds for coolness. 

Bookcases of all kinds and seizes 
are included in Sheraton’s designs— 
some of these large enough to fill the 
side of a room. 

The French sofa-bed was the fore- 
runner of the sofa which Sheraton 
fully developed into a drawing-room 
piece in white-and gold. He designed 
also ample conversation seats, which 
‘were luxurious sofas with slender 
legs.

The new North Channel below 
Quebec will be opened to navigation 
on June 1 next and continue during 
the high water season, according to 
a recent announcement of the Ma- 
rine Department. The new channel 
extends in a straight line from St, 
Jean, Isle of Orleans, to near the 
north shore. The work has been 
underway for the past ten years. 
The minimum depth of water at 
high tide will be 35 feet. When all 
the work is done there will be the 
same minimum at low tide. 


“The Little Red Schoolhouse” will 
be brought on rails to the children 
living in the remote areas along the 
Canadian Pacific in Northern “On- 
tario between Sudbury and Chapleau. 
Fully equipped with desks and teach- 
ers’ accommodations the railway 
cars will visit about six points a 
month. There are about 400 pupils 
in these areas of the North who suf- 
fer disadvantages from the lack of 
school accommodation. It is expect- 
ed that eventually the entire areas 
will be served by travelling schools,

Saint John. — Representatives of 
Boards of Trade from all over, the 
Dominion will gather here about! the 
end of September or the middie of 
October for the first annual meet- 
ing of the Canadian Board of Trade.

tions of importance to the country 
at this time, including cost of 
government, immigration, taxation

More than 100,000,000 pounds of fish 
have been taken yearly from the Great 
Lakes for the last fifty years, the Bu- 
reau of Fisheries tells us. The high 
point was in 1922 when the yleld was 


000. Lake Hrie, second smallest of 
the Great Lakes, produces about half 
the fish yield of all the Great Lakes 
combined. In 1922 the catch of Lake 
Erie amounted to 64,000,000 pounds, 
but the latest reports from Lake Hrie 
indicate production has fallen greatly. 
The pollution of the waters of the 
lake, which is virtually unrestricted,
